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REPORT. 


For  fifty  years  our  Home  has  been  doing  active,  con¬ 
tinuous  work  among  the  children  of  Boston.  Organized 
in  1847,  by  a  small  band  of  earnest  workers  who  saw  an 
opportunity  to  do  good,  it  was  incorporated  five  years 
later  under  the  name  of  the  Temporary  Home  for  the 
Destitute.  In  1888  in  memory  of  the  noble  woman  who 
spent  her  life  in  its  service,  its  name  was  changed  to  the 
Gwynne  Temporary  Home  for  Children. 

Our  cardinal  principle  has  always  been  to  treat  each  child 
as  its  special  needs  require.  And  during  these  fifty  years 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  Home  have  remained 
unchanged,  for  ever,  as  now,  the  managers  have  found 
ample  opportunity  among  destitute  and  homeless  children  ; 
and  to  these  children  special  importance  attaches.  Their 
life  is  all  before  them ;  kindness  and  care  bestowed  upon 
them  will  bear  their  fruit  in  the  years  to  come.  A  little  one 
taken  from  the  slums  and  placed  under  good  influences  has 
then  an  equal  chance  with  its  more  fortunate  brothers  and 
sisters  of  leading  an  upright  life.  “As  the  twig  is  bent 
the  tree’s  inclined.” 

The  Gwynne  Home  deals  entirely  with  children  ;  and  in 
two  ways.  In  proper  cases  the  parent  surrenders  his 
child  absolutely  to  the  Home  which  henceforth  becomes 
responsible  for  its  welfare.  When  suitable  occasion 
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offers  the  child  is  adopted  by  or  placed  with  some  family. 
No  one,  however,  is  ever  allowed  to  take  one  of  our 
children  unless  upon  investigation  the  Managers  of  the 
month  are  satisfied  that  its  new  home  will  be  a  proper 
one  for  the  child. 

Again  in  cases  of  pressing  need  the  Home  takes 
children  temporarily  for  such  time  as  the  urgency  of  the 
case  demands.  It  may  be  that  the  mother  is  sick  and  can 
go  to  the  hospital  if  only  her  children  can  be  cared  for ; 
or  the  father  is  dead  and  the  mother  cannot  support  them 
until  she  can  find  work ;  or  worse  still  the  father  ma}r 
through  intemperance  have  deserted  his  family.  While 
in  the  Home  the  children,  if  old  enough,  are  placed  in  the 
school-room  and  all  receive  object  lessons  of  neatness  and 
cleanliness. 

During  the  last  year  the  Home  has  followed  its  custom¬ 
ary  course.  Through  July  and  August  the  babies  were 
sent  to  the  country.  The  health  of  the  children  has  been 
excellent  even  during  the  unusual  heat  of  the  last  summer. 
Tbe  large  number  of  applications  shows  that  we  have  still 
plenty  of  work  to  do,  and  with  larger  resources  other 
departments  can  most  advantageously  be  added  to  our 
work. 

The  Home  relies  for  its  maintenance  largely  upon 
annual  subscriptions. 

Upon  completing  the  first  half  century  of  its  work  the 
Managers  most  earnestly  hope  that  it  will  be  remembered 
as  generously  as  ever  by  its  old  friends  and  that  new  ones 
may  be  led  to  examine  our  mode  of  work  and  to  visit  the 
Home  where  they  will  be  warmly  welcomed. 

During  the  year  we  have  lost  one  of  our  oldest  workers, 
Thomas  T.  Bouve,  Treasurer  from  1850  to  1864,  President 
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from  1866  to  1876,  Counsellor  from  1876  until  his  death, 
he  rendered  in  every  position,  year  by  year,  conscientious 
and  loving  service. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  willing  and  ready  services 
of  Dr.  E.  L.  Twombly  in  cases  of  sickness ;  of  Dr.  G.  A. 
Webster  for  relieving  the  little  sufferers  from  ear  trouble. 
We  are  also  indebted  to  the  young  ladies  of  All  Souls 
Church  of  West  Roxbury  for  a  day’s  outing  for  the  chil¬ 
dren  down  the  harbor ;  to  the  Young  People’s  Society 
of  Christian  Endeavor  of  the  Wollaston  Heights  Baptist 
Church,  for  a  picnic ;  to  the  Tremont  Street  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  to  Rev.  Mr.  Waldron,  for  a  day’s 
outing  for  the  children  in  Franklin  Park ;  to  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Union  for  several  visits  to  the  country 


and  for  carriage  rides.
